This is why many taxpayers 
may not get as big a refund this 
year aa they had counted on. 
They may even have to come up 
with 
unforeseen 
extra 
pay­ 
ments. 
Over-all, and perhaps because 
many 
taxpayers 
deliberately 
arrange for it, there is over 
withholding every year. In re­ 
cent years the Treasury has 
been refunding more than $5 
billion annually to taxpayers. 
This year, the President's eco 
nom ic report estimates, the ag 
gregate refund will be cut & 
•bout $1 billion. 
There have been same propos 
els in Congress to allow taxpay­ 
ers caught with a substantial 
amount still owed to pay it in 
installments. So far there has 
been no action in this area. 
In any case, now that tax 
rates and withholding are about 
in the same balance as they 
were before 1964. there should 
not be 
a repetition of this 
spring’s taxpayer unhappiness. 
But the routine 
underwtth- 
bolding of tax from a substan­ 
tial number of wage and salary 
earners continues and it be­ 
comes a bit more serious every 
year as the general level of pay 
increases.

The last to take leave of 
Churchill’s coffin at the lying in 
state was Robert Ward, a 69- 
year-old driver for Westminster 
Hospital. For the past three 
days he had driven nurses to 
and from toe hall to watch over 
the queues. 
Thousands already had taken 
their places along the proces­ 
sional route from Westminster 
Hall to St. Paul’* Cathedral.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres** 
dent Johnson proposes knocking 
the electoral college, as used in 
American history, out the win*! 
dow. The reason: to prevent; 
thwarting voters in their choice 
of president and vice president. 
Under the present system the 
electors who make up the elec­ 
toral college are free to name 
anyone they please for presi- 1 
ent. no matter whom the vot-| 
ers cast the most ballots for. 
Ther’s nothing in the Consti­ 
tution which says they can’t. In 
fact, A l e x a n d e r Hamilton 
thought this was the big virtue; 
of the electoral system, since he 
thought the electors would be 
wiser than most citizens. 
Since 1796 the electors have 
simply voted as the people in 
their state indicated on election 
day. There have been a few ex- j 
ceptions. In any election there 
could be a lot. 
Johnson wants to prevent any. j 
So he suggested to Congress 
T h u r s d a y a constitutional 
amendment eliminating individ­ 
ual electors but retaining the 
electoral college. 
Each state now is entitled to 
as many electors as it has rep­ 
resentatives 
and 
senators 
in 
Congress And, traditionally, the 
presidential candidate 
getting 
the most popular votes in a 
state gets all its electoral votes. 
Johnson would retain the ar­ 
rangement giving a state as 
many electoral votes as it has 
representatives 
and 
senators. 


Hut he’d add this to tile Consti­ 
tution : 
A state would have to cast all 
its electoral votes — it would 
have no choice — for the candi 
date getting the most popular 
votes. In this way there would 
be no need for electors. And 
therefore no chance for them to 
cross up the voters. 
While this may be an im­ 
provement on the present un­ 
disciplined system of individual 
electors, it won’t please every­ 
one, particularly those who be­ 
lieve candidates should be elect­ 
ed on the basis of total popular 
votes alone. 
But Johnson proposed other 
measures in the same amend­ 
ment. 
Under the Constitution now, 
no matter what the popular vote 
showed, if no presidential candi­ 
date get s a rn acrity of the elec­ 
toral vote, tile House must elect 
a president from the three top 
runners. 
And. if there is no majority of 
the electoral vote for a 
vice­ 
presidential candidate, the Sen­ 
ate does the electing from the 
top three. 
Johnson suggests that if a 
case like either of these arises, 
then the House and Senate to­ 
gether do the electing. 
Then suppose this happens: 
The electoral college formally 
elects a president and vice pres­ 
ident 
but 
the 
pres i dent-to-be 
dies before taking office. What

happens? Does the vice presi­ 
dent 
automatically 
become 
president? No. 
The electoral college is free to 
choose a president without re­ 
gard for what the popular elec­ 
tion showed. Johnson wants tile 
vice president-elect in such cir­ 
cumstances to become president 
when the new term begins. 
If. turning that same situation 
around, the vice president-elect 
died before taking office. John­ 
son wants the new president to 
pick a vice president to serve 
with him, provided, however, 
that Congress approves. 
This arrangement is already 
provided for in another constitu­ 
tional amendment which has 
been banging around in Con­ 
gress for many months and 
seems likely to be approved this 
year and then sent to the states 
for ratification. 
This same proposed amend­ 
ment — introduced 
by 
Sec. 
Birch Bayh. D-Tnd., and 75 other 
senators as cosponsors —- would 
also take care of presidential 
disability and bas Johnson's full 
approval. 
It covers the old question: 
How does a vice president take 
over lf a president is unable to 
do his joo but doesn’t realize it 
or refuses to admit it? 
Johnson made his support foe 
Bayh’s amendment the main 
point in his message proposing 
the amendment on the electoral 
college.
